For the year ending February 15, 1910, we respectfully 
submit the following: 

We have maintained eight schools the past year. TFollow- 
ing the _policy of past years we thought it inexpedient to 
support schools in Districts Nos. 6, 8 and 12. Nos. 3 and 13 
we combined for the winter term, owing to the condition of 
the No. 13 schoolhouse. The attendance of the scholars 
who have been transported has been remarkably good, and 
we think parents should give this matter their earnest sup- 
port.
